London, Jan. 6.—The Times pob- 
lishes the following dispatch from Ma- 
feki gp. dated Dec 26 “At cawn to 
day Col, Baden Powel] or, anized an 
ansucce sful attack opon a +trong posi- 
tion of the enemy at (Crametree, two 
miles from Mafeking, from which the 
Boers have been maintaining @ desnl- 
tory, bat annoving shell and rifle fire 
for several weeks. The railway bas re- 
cent'y ben seconstrncted between the 
town and (iametree, where the Boers 
had destroyed it, the final repairs bav- 
ing been made in preparation for the 
sortie, 

During the night the armored train,
